Ice has long been considered a lux- 


ury, but now it may be considered an 
ordinary supply on many ;f'arms. H is 
a leading feature of many of our im- 
proved daily processes, and to such, of 
xmrse, it is ^indispensable. 
Whoever 


uses ice tor one season, feels bis de- 
privation the next, and wlieu we eon- 
lider the little cost at which it may be 
awretted and stored, and the comfort 
•ad satisfaction which attends its uee 
in the hot sultry days of summer, we 
often wonder why »o many families <!e 
prive themselves of nuch a luxury. 


The storage of ice is easily accom- 


plished. 
But two ideas need be kept in 


mind; the surrounding of the mass 
with non conducting material, and thor 
ough ventilation from above. 
A layer 


of saw-dust or litter on the earth, then 
the piliag of the ice in a compact block 
and then the filling in on both sides and 
covering the top surface with sawdust 
or hay, or their equivalent. This en- 
velope —for such we. may consider it,— 
need net he more thick. OF coarse it 
makes no difference as tn what kiod ol 
building furnishes the oovor, but it may 
be made very cheap with advantage 
for all th« crevices in the boa'rds above 
the top layer of ice, aid in the ventila 
tion and arc beneficial. This ventila 
tion is an important feature in the keep 
ing of ice, it wema essential to the best 
rCHUlt*:, ami. within reasonable limits 
can be saiil never to lie overdone.

The correspondent 


of the Times at Cork says that when 
Jones on Tuesday tried to ship eighty 
head of cattle and sheep to Bristol for 
sale, a number of large shippers inform- 
ed the steamship company that they 
would ccaso their dealings with it if 
the cattle were shipped, and the corn- 
puny consequently refused .to take the 
cattle, as also did the Clyde Shipping 
Co. Finally 
the drovers refused to 


tend the cattle, which, after straying 
through the streets, were driven by the 
police to (he Great Southern railway, 
and that company forwarded to Dublin 
by train, in spite of the efforts of the 
"Royeotters" to prevent the company 
from supplying the train. 
Mr. Jones 


is unpopular because of his writings in 
the periodical press in opposition to 
public works. The police promised to 
protect the' laborers if they would re- 
main with Mr. Jonc«, hut they refused. 
The Land Lt-ague will support tho 
laborers who left the estates. 
The 


family of Mr. Jones are attending the 
remaining cattle, protected by armed 
police, and the house is guarded at 
night.

—There is a phase in the Payne Okla- 
homa invasion which is exciting a good 
deal of alarm and apprehension in Kan- 
sas, especially the southern part of the 
State. The Indians in the Teiritory 
are said to be a great deal worked up 
over the invasion, as they do not exact- 
ly understand what it means, and, be- 
ing well armed, fears are entertained 
that there will yet be more trouble than 
has been looked for. To the Indian 
mind there is no difference between one 
white man and another, andj if one 
white does them an injury they holdall 
the whites responsible. 
The effect of 


the attempted invasion by Payne and 
his followers are very bad. It had been 
pretly 
well known that the J'oneas 


have threatened to kill Payne and his 
whole "outfit should they come into the 
Territory, and there wouid be no tears 
shed in Kansas if they should, but if 
the Indian jbraves 
in the Territory 


should once get a taste of blood there 
is no telling where they will stop. Some 
estimate the number of warriors as high 
as 18,000, though there are hardly BO 
many as that there ; but if even half 
that number should go upon the war- 
path, there is no telling where they 
would stop. 
They could eotne into 


Kansas and pillage all they pleased, and 
even come to the State capital. 
The 


State militia could do little toward stop- 
ping them, and there is not a sufficient 
number ol troops within 108 miles to 
offer a very serious resi'stance. 
In 


Southern Kansas, according to the re- 
ports of parties just up from there, 
there is a good deal of uneasiness, for 
should an outbreak occur that part of 
the State would be the first to suffer. 
The warriors in the Territory of the 
Poncas, Nez Perces, Cheyennes and 
Arapahoes are said to bo well armed, 
and of their capacities for fighting and 
pillage there is no question.

CHABIMTOS, 8. C.. Dec. «.—1 ought to 


hare mentioned In my last letter from bo- 
vaooah that a lieutenant of the Fifteenth 
corpi, whose name was Simmons, and 
who either died of heart disease or of 
woundi received in the attack onfcorl 
McAllister, wa» buried beneath a large 
tree oa Whitehall plantation, near Gene- 
til point, and there hli Iwnes are still re- 
ooslnz, nobody having claimed them. If 
tte did not belong to Ha/.en's division of 
the old Fifteenth, be must have he«n one 
of Kllpatrick'i cavalry officers because 
theie were the only bodies of Union 
troops that saw service around that local- 
ity. Some of the Illinois veterans ought 
to be able to remember the dead man. 
Mr Appleton, of Myrtle Grove, o.an point 
out the place of bis sepulture. 


The above paragraph attracted the at- 


tention of Captain Ryron llarrctt, Captain 
I.D.Jennings, Harvey Mnhannah, and 
other old soldiers of this city, who knew 
Isam Simmons, the full name of tbe lone- 
ly and unclaimed sleeper. At the time of 
his enlistment he was a resident of Moa- 
wequa, 10 miles south, of Decatur, and at 
the time of his death was a lieutenant of 
Co. n. 110th Illinois Volunteer Infantry, 
which regiment marched out of Decatnr 
for the front in 180-3. Captain Jennings 
states tbat he was well acquainted with 
Simmons, and saw him fall while inakinp 
a charge on the skirmish line in front of 
Fort McAllister. He remembers the tree 
referred to in the dispatch. The rela 
lives and friends of Lieutenant Simmon 
who may be residing in the vicinity of 
Moawequa, and all veterans of the llfith, 
will peruse the above with interest
